THE MEN WITH RED BADGES. 

For a few days the supply of meat, carefully eked 
out, sufficed for frugal meals. When it was finished 
no fresh meat came. Then we got down to bread 
without butter, and, last of all, to bread doled out in 
allowances by the revolutionists. They were in 
supreme command. As for a glass of wine or beer, 
though there was plenty in the hotel, such a drink 
was impossible. e revolutionists had sealed the 
eels; and to break the seals would have meant 

leath. 

How absolutely the revolufionists were in authority 
it was only possible to estimate by what one suffered. 
To go out into the streets was madness; it was to 
court death. All day long one could hear the firing of 
guns. In the night a new crushing and numbing 
power had sprung up. All the authorities and laws 
were as though they had never been. Instead, Hel- 
singfors was ruled with a rod of iron by unkempt men 
with red badges on their arm. Order could not be 
restored because all the Russian troops had been 
dispatched to repress a more blood-thirsty rising

To begin with, the revolutionists would not 
allow one to remove any luggage, and then there were 
Russian warships in the bay waiting to pounce upon 
all vessels that left, and one ran the risk of being 
arrested and spending months in prison before one 
could get away. 

So I remained on in the lightless, foodless, servant- 
lees hotel, the wretched victim of an appalling silence 
and mystery that I could not understand. At last 
I was able to get a boat to Copenhagen, and so get 
down to Berlin.

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TOWNS MADE BY RAILWAYS. 


Our Great Companies Have Changed Villages 
into Cities; 


Tuere are two ways in which a railway can make & 
town, one by ‘giving it # good service, the other by 
establishing its wots there, and so giving it s large 
population of mechanics. 

y the former method many of the towns near 

Tendon have been built up. An example in point is 
ord. 

This town affords a striking illustration of what s 
great evra 4 company can do for a place. Only ten 
yonts ago the Great Eastern service terminated at 

crest Gafe. Ilford was then no more than & 
straggling village. The Great Eastern, seeing the 
possibilities of the place as a residential centre, built 
a station there, and gave it a good service to Fenchurch 
Street. Ilford at once began to grow by leaps and 
bounds. The company saw its p with pride, 
and gave it a still better service, enlarged the station, 
and erected a new one at Seven Kings. 

To-day Ilford has a half-hourly service, over forty 
thousand inhabitants, a £24,000 town hall, a forty- 
seven-acre park, and is in many respects the most 
desirable among the eastern suburbs of London. 

HOW THE GREAT WESTERN BUILT A CITY. 
Among towns which owe their very existence to the 
eat works of the various companies, Crewe and 
windon are, perhaps, the most striking instances. 

Sixty years ago Swindon was a little, old-fashioned, 
agricultural village, not nearly so important as its 
ancient neighbour, Marlborough. Now it has over 
fifty thousand inhabitants, and is more than ten 
times as big as Marlborough. 

Of these fifty thousand people more than twelve 
thousand are directly employed by the Great Western 
in their immense works, and draw in wages some 
£850,000 a year. The com pehy has always directly 
interested itself in the building up and improvement 
of Swindon. It gave the town its park, its nics’ 
institute, a lecture hall, reading-room, cottage hospital, 
and many other similar useful institutions. 

Practically the whole of the building and repairing 
of the Urea Western Company is done at Swindon, 
and the tovm st:il grows rsptdixv. Three hundred of

A GREAT RaiLWAY FACTORY. 

The bigg2st and best-known of these 18 Crewe, ¥ 2°10 
works were first established in 1848, and where all the 
North-Wesiern locomotives are built. At that date 
the company was not the London and North-Western, 
but the old Grand Junction Railway. The ground on 
which it built its first works was a of afarm. The 
farm of sixty years ago is now a busy town with forty 
thousand inhabitants, eight thousand of whom are 
employed in the works. 

ike the Great Western, the company has built many 
of the houses in which its employees reside. Some 
eight hundred of these were erected, and are owned by 
the company, which has also done much in other ways 
for the town. Among its gifts are a hospital, an 
institution, and a laboratory. Crewe also has its 
Railway Park, a charming pleasure ground, with a 
beautiful sheet of ornamental water. 

Another Lag railway town is Eastleigh, which one 
passes on the line from Salisbury to thampton. 
This place again, was a little village before the South- 
Western built its railway carriags works, but to-day 
has nine thousand inhabitants. The town, so to speak 
grew in a night, for the company, which formerly di 
the whole of its construction and repairs at Nine 
transferred all the men in the Nine Elms carriage and 
waggon shops at one swoop. 

TRANSPLANTING A TOWN. 

This was fifteen ago, and there is every prob- 
ability of Eastleigh being shortly trebled in — for the 
company proposes moving ull its locomotive buildin 
to the same centre. ‘This will add four thousan 
workmen and their families to Eastleigh’s population 
or at least seventeen thousand souls, to say nothing of 
the tradespeople who will undoubtedly accompany 


the exodus. 

An interesting little railway-made town is Cocker- 
hill, built entirely by the egg oe! and South-Western 
Railway Company. All the dwellings, one hundred 
and twenty in number, have been t and are owned 
by the company. 

There are many other towns which, though they 
do not owe their origin to railway enterprise, have yot 
been largely increased in size and wealth by their 

mcy. peer. owes much to the Midland Railway 
Conanany, while Doncaster, Gateshead, and York also 
have greatly develo; since the establishment of 


railway works in their midst. 

Stratford, now practically a of orgs 
owes its existence to the tep thousand employees 
the Great Eastern works. If, through the ever. 
increasing rates, the company is driven to remove ite 
works, we shall see another new railway city spring 
into being.
